In all which he 
og the Queſtion. of the Roman Emperors tor 
the Chriſtians ; and of the Diſſenters for their 
Adverſaries ; though upon differing terms. 

For the Heathen Emperors had Antent: Rites

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to plead, and the Eftiblibd Law of the Em- 
pire, againſt the progreſs of Chriſtianity 5 And- 
that is all this Gentleman has faid here for him- 
telt; and againſt them. For he undertakes not to 
prove the Points Controverted true agaiaſt the 
Diſjenters ; but urges the knecking Argument of 
the Jews, We have a Law, and by onr. Law he ought 
to die. Nay, he ſends the Duke to Lewis the 
Fourteemb, ( pag. 29. ) to ask, If it be ſafe To- 
lerating eote Religion than his own : By which 
he determines the caſe againſt the Perſecuted 
_ there, leſt their Indulgence ſhould ex- 
emplarily make way for ours to the Diſſemters here. 
Is not this a damty Proteſtant, that can cheriſh 
Cruelty againſt Men of his own Religion abroad, 
rather than not-a& it at home upon Diſſenters ? 
This is to make Religion a no Intereſt, 
and t> Anſwer Worldly ends: A greater Argu- 
ment for Atheiſm, than any he has offer'd againſt 
it. The Primitive Chriſtians had died Idolaters 
upon this Principle : For Authority , not Con- 
viftion, with him all along concludes the Point. 
He begs the Queſtion of the Diſſenters ; tor 
he argues nothing about the grounds of Diſſent, 
bur the Low ; "Tis the Religion by Law Eftabliſb'd : 
And why not by the Bible ? but that it yields 
not to it the preſent Advantages of Force and 
Worldly Authority. Now (as he fays) If F bad 
beer 
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heen to DiſÞme them, and follow bis Maw, { would 
have Evinc'd their Error, betare I would have 
pronounc'd my Judgment, 

But they ate Factions, Seditions, and danger- 
ous to the Government 5 therefore ſevere Laws 
were made againſt Papiſtr, Prieſts aud Jeſuits on 
the one Hand, and Phenaticks on the atber. Sup- 
poſe this were as he frowardly Chmors ; Is it to 
be thought, that they would be dangerans, if 
they were Eaſic, and © endanger thembclvced 
they know - better. And we fcc, this Gentle- 
man fears the Church's Receeding tm ber Loyalty, 
if there be but Indulgence to Diſſenters ; making 
ber Eye evil, it the Goveryments be good. Pray, 
what chea would the do, if ſhe were Perſecu- 
ted as they are ? Can more, with Juſtice, be ex- 

trom Heretickhs and Scheſmatichs ,, than 
rom the Orthodox ? It thry were more patient, 
| ſhould begin to fear, they would be quickly 
more Orthodox too, Bur 1 cannot tell how to 
think that Men in their Warts would forfeit _ 
when they have it; though to get it chey aug 
be Indiſcreet. 

And one thing 1 muſt fay, Roman Cathbolicks 
have been Loyal in England and Holland, and 
Bresbyterians in France and the German Principa- 
lities. So that 'tis aot neceſſarily truc, they are 
not Seditions, as they arc Diſſenters : Men go by

their Intereſts. The Gentlemen that Tore the 
King's Declaration of Indulgence from him, were 
high Church-men ; and they oppoſed his Politi- 
cal Capacity to his Natural, on purpoſe to over- 
throw that A& of Grace, by which difiinQion 
the late Civil War was made ; fo that 41. over- 
rook 73. or that return'd to 41. / And who 
knows not, that they were ſuch as hardly knew 
how to pray, but out of our Litwgy ; that at- 
tempted ro Exclude the Preſumprive \Heir to the 
Crown upon the ſcore of his Religion. And 
though this Jehw drives fo furiouſly upon Diſſen- 
ters on that Account, if he will think (which ] 
fear he ſeldom does) he will find that an Heir 
is but a Subjzet; and the fame Law governs 
properly a-like in this Kingdom to all Ranks of 
Subjets.
